Uli   season  of  the  year  has  arrived  when 


of  the  Turkish  empire  —  that  Turkey 
mu-tt  exist  lo  check  the  advance  of  the 
Cossack  powei .  Bui,  notwiihstandin'^ 
this,  England  and  France  destroyed  the 
Turkish  fleet  at  Navarino— a  fleet  which 
never  could  have  injured  them,  but 
which  might  have  contended  with  Rus- 
sia in  the  Black  Sea. 

Always  the  same  worn-out,  old,  and 
fatal  sjstem  of  policy  ' — while  Russia, 
ever  alert,  seizes  provinceafter  province 
from  Turkey.  She  has  made  herself  the 
sovereign  of  Moldavia  and  Wallachia, 
and  is  sapping  the  foundation  of  the 
Ottoman  Empire.  Already  Turkish  ofti- 
cialsare  more  dependent  on  the  lowest 
Russian  at'ents  thary*  upon  their  own 
Grand  Viziei. 

Oh,  that  Hungary  had  received  but  a 
slight  token  of  moral  support  from  the 
European  powers — from  those  powers 
svhose  drea  ms  are  Iroubled  with  fears  of 
the  advance  of  the  Ccssack  !  Had  only 
■in  English  or  a  French  agent  come  to  us 
during  our  struggle,  what  might  he  not 
have  (ione  ?  He,  too,  would  have  seen 
and  estimated  our  abiliiy  to  sustain  our- 
selves— he  wouldhave  observed  the  hu- 
manity, the  love  of  order,  the  reverence 
for  liberty,  which  characterized  the 
Hungarian  nation.  Had  these  two 
powers  permitted  a  few  ships  lo  comr- 
to  Ossara,  laden  with  arms  for  the  no- 
ble patriots  who  had  asked  in  vain  for 
weapons,  the  Hungarians  would  now 
have  stood  a  more  impregnable  barrier 
against  Russia  than  all  the  arts  of  a 
miserable  and  txpeiisive  diplomacy. 

There  was  a  lime  when  we,  with  the 
neighboiing  Poles,  saved  Christiuni  ty  in 
Europe.  And  now  I  hesitate  not  to 
avow  before  God,  that  we  alone — that 
my  own  Hungary — could  have  saved 
Europe  from  Russian  domination.  As 
the  war  in  Hungary  advanced,  its  char- 
acter became  changed.  In  the  end,  the 
results  it  contemplated  were  higher  and 
far  more  important — nothing  less,  in  I 
fact,  than  universal  freedom,  whijh  w;is  ! 
not  thought  of  in  the  beginning.  This  | 
was  not  a  choice  ;  it  was  forced  upon 
us  by  the  policy  of  the  European  na- 
tions, who,  disregarding  (heir  own  in- 
terests, suffered  Russia  to  invade  and 
provoke  us.  Yes,  we  were  martyrs  to 
the  cause  of  freedom,  and  ;his  glorious 
but  painful  de»tiny  was  imposed  upon 
us. 

Though  my  dear  native  Hungary  is 
trodden  down,  and  the  flower  of  her 
sons  executed,   or    wandering  exiles. 


— in  vain   were  the  exertions  of  my 
brave  com:  rymen — in  vain  did  the  aged 
father  send,  wiili  pious  heart,  his  only 
son,  the  prop  of  his  declining  years,  and 
the  bride  her  bridegroom — in  vain  did 
all  private  interests  yield  to  the  lofti- 
est patriotism — in  vain  arose  the  pray- 
ers of  a  sufl"ering  people  —  in  vain  did 
the  ardent  wishes  of  every   friend  of 
freedom  accoin pany  our  elTorts — in  vain 
did  the  Genius  of  Liberty  hope  for  suc- 
cess.   My  country  was  martyred.  Her 
rulers  arc  hangmen.     Tiiey  have  spoken 
the  impious  words  lhat  the  liberty-lov- 
ing nation  'lies  at  the  feet  of  the  Czar.' 
Instead   of    the    thankful    prayers  of 
faith,  of  hope  and  of  love,  the  air  of  mv 
native  land  is  filled  "vith   the  cries  of 
despair,  and  1,  her  chosen  leader,  am  an 
exile.     The  diplomacy  of  Europe  has 
changed  Turkish  hospitality  to  me  and 
my  companions  into  hopeless  bondage. 
It  isa  painfuiLS  Stence.    My  youthful 
children   have   begun    the  morning  of 
llieir  life  in  the  hands  of  my  coun- 
try's destroyer,  and  I  — but  no:  despond- 
ing does  not  become  me,  for   I  am  a 
man.      I  am  not  permitted,  or  I  would 
envy  the  dead.     Who  is  unfortuna le  ' 
I  am  in  Broussa,  where  the  groat  Han- 
nibal, once  lived  an  exile,  homeless  as 
myself,  but  rich  in  services  performed 
lor  his  country,  while  I  can  claim  only 
fidelity  to  mine.      The  ingratitude  of 
his  nation  went  with  him   in  his  ban- 
ishment, but  the  sorrowful  love  of  my 
countrymen    My  God,  I  olfertlianks  that 
iliou  didst  deem  me  worthy  to  suffer  for 
dear  Hungary.    Let  me  sufTer  affliction, 
but  accept  them  as  propitiatory  sacri- 
fices of  my  native  land. 

And  thou,  Hungarian  nation,  yield 
not  to  despair.  Be  patient;  hope,  and 
wait  thy  time  !  Though  all  men  forget 
tlicB,  the  God  of  Justice  will  not.  Thy 
sufferings  are  recorded  and  thy  tears  re- 
membered. The  blood  of  thy  martyrs — 
thy  noble  sons  — which  moistened  thy 
soil,  will  have  its  fruits.  The  victims 
which  daily  fall  for  thee,  are  like  ever 
green  cypress  over  the  grave.s  of  the 
dead,  the  symbol  of  thy  resurrection. — 
The  races  whom  thy  destroyer  excited 
against  thee  by  lies  and  cunning,  will

Wiih  one  hanii  they 
hurled  ana thcmas  at  the  despots,  and 
with  the  other  welomed  the  humble 
exiles  to  partake  of  that  glorious  Amer. 
ican  liberty  more  to  be  valued  than 
the  glitter  of  crowns.  Our  hearts  are 
filled  with  emoiions  to  see  how  this 
great  nsiiion  extends  its  sympathy  ar.d 
aid  to  every  Hungar  an  who  is  so  for- 
tunate as  to  arrive  in  America.  Tiie 
sympathetic  declara'ion  of  such  a  peo- 
ple, under  such  circumstances,  with

How  long  will  Russia  be  able  to 
assist?  This  Czar  —  who  boasts  lhal 
his  mission  is  to  be  ihe  scourge  of  all  na 
tious  striving  for  liberty  —  will  not  ihe 
Almighty,  Whose  vicegerent  he  pro- 
fanely assumes  to  be,  blast   the  miser- 


less  pow-  by  her  foresight,  vihich  teaches  her  to 
lorious,  sup-  a&i''e  ^«''  iinic,  she  will  be  yet  among 
the  foremost  in  the  war  of  universal 
liberty. 

You.  noble  Ainericans,  we  bless,  la 
the  name  of  the  God  of  Liberty!  To 
you,  who  have  summoned  the  murderers 
of  my  countrymen  before  the  judgment- 
seat  of  the  world  —  to  you  who  are  tho 
first  judges  of  this  court,  I  will  bring 
the  complaints  of  my  nation,  and  before 
you  I  will  plead  her  cause.  When  the 
house  of  Hapsburg,  with  the  aid  of  a 
foreign  army,  invaded  my  country,  and 
had  destroyed,  by  iheir  manifesto  of  the 
4th  of  March,  1849,  the  foundation 
upon  which  the  Union  with  Austria 
rested,  there  remained  for  Hungary  no 
alternoiive  than  the  Declaration  olVIn- 
dependence  which  the  National  As- 
sembly unanimously  voted  on  the  14th 
April,  1849,  and  which  the  whole  na- 
tion solemnly  accepted,  and  sealed 
wi th  their  blood. 

I  declare  to  you,  in  the  most  solemn 
manner,  that  nil  which  has  taken  place, 
or  that  may  hereafter  take  place,  pro 
ceeding  either  from  individuals  or  gov- 
ernment, contrary  to  that  declaration, 
which  is  in  perfect  accord  ivith  the  fun- 
damental law  of  Hungary,  is  illegal  and 
unjust. 

Before  you  I  assert  that  the  accusa- 
lion  that  the  Magyar  race  was  unjust 
10  the  other  races — by  means  of  which 
a  portion  of  the  Servians,  Wallachians. 
Slavonians  and  Gormans,  dwelling  iu 
Hungary,  was  excited  against  us — is  an 
impious  slander,  circulated  by  iho 
house  of  Hapsburg,  which  shrink.s  from 
no  crime  lo  weaken  the  united  forces  of 
our  army,  lo  conquer  one  race  after 
another,  and  thus  bring  them  all  under 
the  yoke  of  slavery. 

It  is  true,  some  of  the  races  in  Hun- 
gdry  had  reason  to  complain;  but  thesa 
subjects  of  complaint  n-ere  the  inevi- 
table consequence  of  the  pre-existing 
stale  of  things  and  the  Austrian  inter- 
ference. But  the  Croatiaiis  had  no  reason 
to  complain.  This  race  of  half  a  mil- 
lion, in  a  separate  province,  had  « 
national  assembly  of  its  own,  and  en- 
joyed greater  privileges  than  even  the 
Hungarians.  They  contributed  propor- 
tionally but  half  OS  much  in  taxes; 
they  poss's.ssed  equal  rights  with  Hun- 
gary; whilst  the  Hungarian  Protestanu, 
on  account  of  their  religion,  were  not 
suffered  to  own  lands  in  Croatia. — 
Their  grievances  and  ours  were  the 
same,  in  the  perpetual  violation  of  the 
Constitution  by  the  Imperial  Govern- 
msnt.  But  their  own  peculiar  grievan- 
ces arose  from  the  evils  of  former 
limes,  and  from  the  Austrian  system  of 
government  which  forcibly  placed  ihe 
Slavonian,  Servian  and  Wallachian 
boundary  districls.  on  the  German 
military  footing. 

The  moment,  howevi-r,  our  people 
became  free  and  enjoyed  their  political 
rights,  they  became  jusr.  and  placed  all 
things  upon  a  basis  of  freedom  and  per- 
fect quality.  But  some  of  these  races, 
blinded  by  the  infernal  slanders  and 
suggestions  of  Austria,  took  up  arms 
against  us.  This  people,  who  for  cen- 
turies had  endured  slavery,  fought 
against  their  own  freedom!  God  for- 
2ive  them!  They  knew  not  vihat  Ihey 
did! 

In  America  people  of  different  langu«« 
ges  dwell;  hut  whosays  that  it  is  unjust 
lor  senators  and  representatives  lo  U9« 
the  English  language  in  their  debates, 
iind  to  make  il  the  official  language  of 
the  government? 

This  was  what  the  Magyar  race  asked 
in  Hungary.  There  was  this  differenc* 
only  —  that  in  America  It  wbe  not  ne- 
essary  lo  eslablish  this  by  law,  for  the 
original  settlers  had  stamped  their 
language  on  the  couniry,  but  in  Hungary 
a  law  was  necessary  to  make  the  Magyar 
the  olRuial  language.  The  use  of  tha 
Latin  language — a  badge .<ir  relic  of  tha 
middle  ages,  which  llie  clergy  and  aris- 
tocracy preserved  as  something  precious, 
im  i  la  ting  the  ancien  t  despots  who  caus- 
ed the  laws  to  be  written  in  small  lelters, 
and  placed  on  high  towers,  that  the 
people  might  not  understand  their  rights 
— had  bi!en  retained  among  us.  It  was 
necessary  to  have  a  living,  spoken, 
popular    language.     And   what  other 


could  We  have  than  the  noble  Magyar! 

How  ofien  have  I,  and  other  leaders 
with  me,  said  to  my  countrymen  that 
they  must  be  strictly  just,  and  seek 
their  future  greniness,  not  in  the  pre- 
dominance of  one  race,  but  in  the  per- 
fect equali ly  of  all !

"  Western  Africa.  " 

We  noticed  in  the  Westminster  lie- 
view,  for  October,  an  article  with  this 
title,  and  began  tta  perusal  with  more 
than  .ordinary  an  tici  pa  I  ions  of  pleasure.

The  writer,  we  pre- 
sume, i»  not  one  of  the  intelleetual 
giants  of  these  days  of  Man-brother- 
hood. But  we  do  not  wi.sh  to  condemn 
the  man  for  his  small  quantity  of  brains, 
nor  to  protest  against  the  obvious  and 
rather  repulsive  immoraliiy  of  the  ar- 
ticle. Another  point  claims  our  atten- 
tion just  now.  It  did  certainly  strike 
us  as  being  very  strange,  not  that  a 
foolish  and  indecent  man  sFioulJ  write 
foi  a  Review,  and  that  the  reviewers 
should  publish  his  writing,  but  that  a 
writer  professing  to  give  a  reliable  ac- 
count of  the  present  and  prospective 
social  and  moral  condition  of  Western 
Africa,  should  declare,  first  of  all,  that 
the  means  now  employed  for  its  civili- 
zation were  wholly  inadequate  to  this 
pleasing  result;  and  secondly,  that  in 
Elating  what  these  operating  agencies 
are,  he  should  utterly  fail  to  mention 
the  new  "  Republic  of  Liberia.  "  As 
a  matter  of  course  this  omission  was 
designed.  And,  no  matter  by  what 
motive  prompted,  it  is  most  singular. 
A  man,  writing  of  tiie  prospective  re- 
demption of  Africa  from  Barbarism, 
forgets  to  tell  us  that  there  is  a  young, 
but  healthy  and  energetic  Republic,  es- 
lished  on  her  Western  shore,  which  by 
the  minis'ration  of  the  African  race  is 
teaohins  her  benighted  children  not  only 
the  civilization  of  commerce,  but  that 
of  the  Gospel  of  Christ — a  handful  of 
leaven  cast  into  the  lump  !  Is  not  this 
strange  indeed?  It  would  be  well  for 
Mr.  McLain  to  inform  Ptesident  Ro- 
berts and  the  Republic  that  this  writer 
in  the  Westminster  had  not  noticed 
either  their  existence  or  their  mission 
on  the  African  continent;  it  would 
occasion  them  a  profoundet  .sorrow  if 
this  fact  should  reach  tlieni  previous  to 
such  an  official  and  friendly  announce- 
ment. But  if  Mr.  McLain  should  not 
deem  it  important  to  make  this  disclo- 
sure, and  if  the  Review  should  never 
mention  the  Republic  as  in  any  manner 
connected  with  the  destiny  of  -'Western 
.\frica,''  still,  we  suppose,  the  single- 
starred  banner  of  the  Republic  will 
continue  to  wave  freely  over  its  terri- 
tory and  commerce,  and  its  children 
will  continue  to  go  forward  in  the 
appointed  work  of  regenerating  their 
benighted  and  debased  Fatlierl  lu.i. — 
This  is  obviously  the  mission  and  desti- 
ny of   llie  Repulilii;.     Tliough  English 


commerce,  this  writer's  boasted  agency, 
should  fail  ;  the  Christian  luissious 
scattered  along  the  coast,  at  which  he 
aflecls  to  sneer,  should'  prove  inefficint, 
vet  the  Republic  remains,  and.  we  firm- 
ly belie\.!,  will  abide  in  increasing 
sirengtli  as  the  commissioned  deliverer 
of  AfriiM.  We  sincerely  wish  that 
tim?  allowed  us  to  speak  more  particu- 
Iv  and  fully  on  this  iinporianl  point. 
But  we  must  be  contented  for  the  pres- 
ent with  saying,  we  look  on' the  Colo- 
nization euterprize  as  one  of  the  imsier 
efTorls,  one  of  the  distinctive  features 
of  our  age.  It  is  no  empty  or  idle 
scheme,  born  of  chance  and  destined 
to  perish  in  abort! venes».  It  has  been 
already  and  will  prove  to  be  perpetually 
a  rich  blessing  to  our  own  country,  an. I 
asjust  now  asserted,  to- that  vast  con- 
tinent on  which  it  liat<  already  planted 
on  embodied  representative  of  civil, 
social  ami  religious  liberty.  The  God 
o(  History  presides  over  and  kindly 
directs  botii  ti'ie  humble  pa.-cnt  and  the 
sovereign  child.  And  it  would  be  well 
for  all  of  us  who"  desire  to  occupy  a 
right  position  in  onward  movements  of 
time  to  concur  in  the  design  aiidiaid 
the  cfTorts  of  them  both.

AFTLRNOO.N  SESSION. 

The  committee  appointed  under  the 
resolution  adop ted-in  the  morning,  made 
the  following  report: 

The  comuiitteo  appointed  to  arrange 
the  subjects  whit-li  Require  the  consid- 
eiatiffii  of  the  convention,  and  to  present 
them  in  a  dislinct  form  before  the  body, 
submit  the  res-dutions  marked  1,2,  3, 
&(;.,  as-  their  report  in  part. 

1.  It  is  tha  sense  of  this  convention, 
that  a  school  q.uarter  consists  of  twelve 
weeks;  a  school  week,  of  five  days;  and 
a  school  day  of  six  or  at  the,  most,  sev- 
en hours,  divided  into  two  daily  ses- 
sions. 

2.  That  a  good  English  education 
consists  of  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
spelling,  reading,  writing,  geography 
with  maps,  arithmelic.  the  history  of 
the  United  States,  English  grammar  in 
its  elementary  principles,  and  the  elc- 
mf  n Is  of  gene ral  history. 

3.  That  the  above  named  order  is  that 
in  which  those  branches  should  be 
taught,  pursuing,  however,  as  many  of 
them  at  one  time  rts  is  permitted  by  the 
capacity  or  the  advancement  of  the  pu- 
pil. 

4.  That  a  committe'^  of  five  persans 
ought  to  be  appointed  to  examine  and 
recommend  a  spelling  book,  a  reading 
book,  and  a  rchool  dictionary;  another 
committee  of  five  persons  to  examrtre 
and  recommend  a  school  geography  and 
grammar;  and  a  thi  rd  commit  tee  of  five 
person.9  to  examine  anfd  recommend  an 
arithmetic,  a  hiritory  of  the  United 
S  ates,  and  a  work  on  general  history. 
These  committees  fliill  report  to  the 
convention  of  friends  of  education  in 
Kentucky  at  it.'  n?xl  annual  meeting. 

5.  That  it  is  exceedingly  import^int 
to  the  interests  of  common  school  edu 
catio.i.  that  spheral  uttenlion  be  paid  to 
the  proper  construction  and  location  of 
school  houses,  having  in  view  the 
health  and  com^o^rt  of  children  at  school. 
And  in  this  view  it  should  be  held  in 
despensdbte  to  have  the  house  well  ven- 
tilated, sufficiently  warm  in  winter,  arid 
slieltered  from  the  sun  in  summer;  pro- 
vided with  seats  and  desks  adupied  to 
the  comfort  of  children  of  the  different 
ages;  and,  ao  far  as  possible,  with 
pleasant  j-i'ay  grounds  In  short  to  ren- 
der the  .^cllool  house  a  place  as  attractive 
as  possible  to  children. 

6.  That  teachers  and  others  specially 
interested  in  education  i  i  Kentucky,  be 
advised  to  form  Educational  Associa- 
tions at  each  county  seat  to  the  end 
that,  by  combined  action,  and  united 
experience,  the  details  of  a  moiegentral 
system  of  education  for  the  State  may 
be  (lerfecled,  such  as  time  and  experi- 
ence may  show  to  be  adapted  to  the  r.c 
culiarities  of  our  people. 

7.  Thit  the  system  of  general  educa 
tion  o-cight  to  embrace  a  higher  system 
of  schools  than  the  district  schools,  so 
that  those  who  have  passed  successfully 
through  the  latter,  m-iy  enjoy  the  great 
er  advantages  to  be  furnished  by  the 
former  schools. 

8.  That  adequate  provisions  should 
be  made  for  training  teachers  for  the 
common  schools  of  the  Stati.;  either  by 
the  establishment  of  a  general  Nothnal 
school,  or  otherwise. 

9.  That  the  New  Testament  Scrip 
tures  for  all  the  pupils,  and  the  Old 
Testament  Scriptures  for  the  more  ad 
vanced  ones,  should  be  used  as  a  read- 
ing hook  in  all  schools;  respect  being 
had,  however,  to  the  conscientious  ob 
jections  of  parents  and  guardians. 

10.  That  the  cause  of  general  educa 
tion  in  this  Commonwealth  ought  to  be 
urged  forward  under  the  fostering  care 
of  the  State,  at  whatever  cost  may  be 
necessary  to  its  economical  but  com- 
plete establishment  and  support. 

The  resolutions  were  taken  up  separ- 
ately in  order. 

The  first  was  adopted  without  debate. 

Mr.  Hevwood  moved  to  add  the 
words  "including  composition"^  after 
the  words  "English  grammar  in  its  el- 
ementary principles." 

A  discussion  ensued  in  which  .Messrs. 
Hevwood  and  Huston  advocated  the 
motion  and  JJr.  Waller  and  Mr  V. 
.Monroe  opposed  it,  contending  that 
the  subject  was  already  embraced  in  the 
resolution  under  the  head  of  grammar. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Dr.  MiKHELi.  mov^d  to  strike  out 
the  words  "a  good  English  education 
consists  of"  and  insert  the  words  "  a 
course  of  good  common  school  instruc- 
tion con'ewplotes  '  in  lieu  thereof. 

Dt    M.  advocatpd  his  motion,  which 


prevailed,  and  the  resolution  as  amend- 
ed Wis  adopted  . 

The  third  resolution  was  adopted 
without  debate. 

The  question  upon  the  41h  resolution 
having  been  divided,  and  the  former 
part  having  been  adopted. 

.\tr.  McDonald  moved  that  the  coro- 
miliee  upon  the  first  named  class  of 
books  be  required  to  report  during  the 
session  of  the  present  convention. 

Tfi>  motion  wa.s  jdvocated  by  Prof. 
Ri'TtR.  .Mr  .McDonald,  Prof.  Ddqi)  and 
-Mr.  Mallory;  and  opposed  by  Dr. 
BRECKEURioa E,  Mr.  Callender  and  Mr. 
Robinson 

The  motion  was  then  negatived. 
T!>e  Sfili  and  sixth  resolutions  were 
adopted  without  opposi  tion. 

The  seventh  resolution  was  advoca 
ted  by  Dr.  Bheckinridge,  Dr.  Waller 
anil    Mr.    Hetwood,  and  opposed  by 
Messrs.  Spriog  and  V.  Monroe. 
It  was- then  adopted. 

TnuRStJAY  November  13,  1851. 

The  convention  met  pursuant  to  ad- 
journmeut. 

Dr.  Breckinridge  presented  the  fol- 
lowing resolution,  which,  h«  stated, 
had  been  intended  to  be  included  in  the 
report  of  the  committee,  but  had  been 
omitted  by  accident; 

That  the  interests  of  education  would 
be  greatly  promoted  by  increasing  the 
duration  f-f  the  districts  schools  to  a 
period  of  six  months  annually,  instead 
of  three  months,  as  now  required  by 
law.  The  mode  of  doing  this  which 
seems  to  be  the  best  under  the  actual 
circumstances  of  the  country,  would 
probably  be  to  graduate  by  law  ih^ 
yearly  state  allowance  to  the  schools, 
according  to  the  time  they  were  taught, 
making  six  months  the  maximum  and 
three  months  the  minimum. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  and  pla- 
ced as  the  6th  in  series. 

Mr.  BiiECKJNRiDGE  iTioved  to  add  the 
following  to  the  8th  resolution  of  the 
original  series. 

And  the  friends  of  common  school  ed- 
ucation throughout  the  State  are  advi- 
sed to  petition  the  legislature  to  take 
immediate  s'.eps  towards  the  accom- 
plishment of  that  important  object. 

The  resolution,  asamended,  was  then 
advocated  by  Prof.  Ruter,  Prof.  Dodu, 
Dr.  Waller,  Mr.  Mc.  Donald,  Dr. 
Brechnriuoe,  and  opposed  by  Mr. 
Robinson,  who  argued  that  it  would  be 
inexpedient  in  the  present  state  of 
public  sen-timent,  to  propose  to  the 
liigher  schools  and  th«  normal  scliool. 

The  resolution  was  then  adopted. 

By  general  consent  the  word  "ulti- 
mately'' was  inserted  in  th*  seventh 
resolution  of  the  original  series,  after 
the  words  "general  education  ought." 

The  ninih  resolution  of  the  report 
beini;  nnder  consideration.  Prof.  Ruter 
opposed  it  at  length,  contending  that 
the  use  of  the  scriptures  as  a  class  book 
was  wrong  i  :  principle  as  coiuiecling 
civil  anil  ecclesiastical  affairs,  and  th-it 
it  leail  to  a  want  of  respect  and  rever- 
ence for  the  sacred  volume,  and  to  un- 
pleasant associations  connected  with  it 
in  the  mind  of  the  pupils. 

Mr.  Robinson  commenced  a  reply  to 
the  argument  of  Prof.  R.  but  gave  way 
to  a  motion  to  adjourn  until  three 
oVlock,  which  motion  was  then  adop- 
ted. 

Thursday,  Nov.,  13  1851. 

ArTERNOOS  SESSION. 

Mr.  Robinson  replied  at  length  to 
Prof.  Roter's    argument    against  the 
resolution  recommending  the  inlroduc 
tion  of  the  Scriptures  as  a  reading  book 
in  the  schools — contending  that  educa 
tion  was  a  duty  committed  by  the  Al 
mighty  to  the  church,  and  that  if  allow- 
ed to  pa.ss  into  the  hands  of  the  State, 
il  was  the  duty  of  the  church  to  see 
that  it  WTS  conducted  with  a  recogni- 
tion of  Gjd  and  of  religion. 

Mr.  Callender  ofTered  the  follow 
ing  as  a  substitute  lor  the  resolution  un- 
der discussion  : 

That  we  recommend  llm  readingof  a 
portion  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  by  the 
teacher,  without  comment,  as  an  appro- 
priate exercise  for  the  opening  of  the 
daily  sessions  of  each  school. 

Mr.  C.  explained  and  urged  his  sub 
Btitutt:  in  a  lew  remarks. 

Mr.  Breckinridge  enforced  at  great 
length  the  propriety,  importance  and 
necessity  of  intioducing  the  scriptures 
into  the  schools.  Between  the  origi 
nal  resolution  and  the  substitute,  he 
was  not  very  strenuous  in  his  prefer 
ence,  but  he  preferred  the  former. 

Mr.  Callender  explained  that  he 
was  most  decidedly  in  favor  of  the  in- 
troduction of  the  Scriptures  into  the 
schools,  and  had  only  proposed  his 
substitute  because  he  preferred  the 
mode  contemplated  by  it,  to  that  pre- 
scribed by  the  original  resolution.  But 
he  much  preferred  the  mode  of  the  res- 
olution to  none  at  all. 

Mr.  McDonald,  in  Ja  few  remarks, 
insisted  upon  the  importance  ol  the 
readingof  the  Bible  in  the  schools. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  un- 
til seven  o'clock. 

higrt  session. 
The  President  announced  the  com- 
mittees under  the  fourth  resolutien,  as 
follows  : 

1.  Committee  to  examine  and  rec- 
ommend a  spelling  book,  reading  books, 
uiid  a  school  dictionary  ;  Rev.  Prof. 
Dodd.  and  Prof.  P.  S.  Ruler,  of  Tran- 
svlvania  University  ;  Rev.  J.  J.  Bul- 
lock, of  Fayette;  Rev.  Dr.  Mitchell, 
of  Paris  :  and  President  Reynolds,  of 
Georgetown  College. 

2.  Committee  to  examine  and  rec- 
ommend a  s-:hQ»l  geography  and  gram- 


mar: Rev.  J.  C.  Young,  of  Danville, 
Rev  Samuel  Mullins,  of  Harrodsburg; 
John  A.  Jacobs,  of  Danville  ;  Rev. 
S'-uart  Robinson,  of  Frankfort;  and 
Rev.  P.  S.  Fall,  of  Franklin  coun- 
ty- 

3;  Committee  to  examine  and  rec- 
ommend an  arithmetic,  a  history  of  the 
United  State's,  and  a  work  on  general 
history  :  Rev.  John  H.  Hey  wood  and 
Noble  Bu'ler,  of  Louisville;  Rev.  Dr. 
Wm.  J..  Waller,  of  Shelbyville:  J.  D. 
Nourse,  Esq.,  of  BdrHstown  ;  and  Rev. 
Bi.shop  Smith,  of  Jefferson  conn ly. 

Prof.  DoiiD  suggpsied  that  the  reso- 
lution seemed  to  contemplate  the  se- 
lection of  a  single  arithmetic,  whereas 
he  deemed  it  essential  that  a  mental 
as  well  as  a  written  or  demonstrative 
arilliinetic  should  be  used. 

After  some  informal  discussion  in 
which  il  was  suggested  that  the  whole 
subject  would  be  before  the  commit- 
tee. 

The  convention  resumed  the  consid- 
eration of  the  resolution  and  substitute 
under  discuetiwi  at  the  adjournment. 

Dt.  Waller  addressed  the  conven- 
tion at  length  in  opposition  to  the  sub- 
stitute and  in  support  of  the  original 
resolution,  coniendiiig  that  the  Bible 
was  incomparably  the  best  and  most 
useful  book  that  could  be  put  into  the 
pupil's  hand*. 

Mr.  S.MILEY  advocated  the  substitute 
as  proposing  by  far  the  most  efficient 
mode  of  introducing  the  Bible  and  fts 
influence  into  the  sc  hools. 

Prof.  RuTEB  replied  to  the  arguments 
in  favor  of  the  resoluiion,  and  vindi- 
cated himself  froin  the ' im plication  of 
being  opposed  to  the  Bible  or  its  influ- 
ence. No  man  could  join  more  hearti- 
ly th.Tn  himself  in  the  eulogies-  which 
had  been  pronounced  .'upon  the  Bible, 
and  no  one  regarded  religion  with  more 
profound  respect  ;  but  he  did  not  be- 
lieve it  would  promote  the  influence  of 
that  ble-sed  book  to  introduce  it  as  a 
reading  book  into  common  schools. 

Mr.  SiiACKLEFORD  arguetV  that  the 
use  of  '.he  Scriptures  in  the  schools 
ought  to  be  under  the  control  of  the 
teacher,  and 'should  be  managed  with 
m uch  discra tion  and  reverence  to  make 
il  useful. 

Mr.  Robinson  disclaimed  any  inten- 
tion of  imputing  an  opposition  to  the 
Bible  to  Prof  Ruter.  He  then  argued 
against  the  substitu'-^  at  some  length. 

Mr.  Callender  reviewed  the  argu- 
n»ents  against  the  substitute  and  de- 
fended il  in  remarks  somewhat  extend- 
ed. 

Mr.  Heywood  suggested  that  the 
diflicully  might  be  obviated  by  recom- 
mending simply  that  the  Bible  be  in- 
troduced and  used  in  the  schools. 

Dr.  Waller  again  advocated  the  ori- 
ginal resolution  and  opposed  the  substi- 
tute 

Dr.  Breckenridge  advised  the  adop- 
tionofMr.  Hevwood's  suggestion.  He 
was  content  to  recommend  the  intro- 
ductioi>  of  llie  Scriptures,  and  leave 
the»torf«of  using  them  an  open  ques- 
tion until  the  meeting  of  the  conven- 
tion next  year. 

Mr.  Callender  accepted  the  propo- 
sition, and  wi  thdtew  his  substitute  to 
allow  Mr.  Hevwood's  suggestion  to  be 
moved  in  its  place. 

The  resolution  was  then  modified  and 
adopted  in  the  following  form  : 

That  the  Bible  should  be  introduced 
and  used  in  all  schools — respect  being 
had,  however,  to  the  conscientious  ob- 
jections of  parents  and  guardians. 

The  only  remaining  resolution  of  the 
report  was  then  adopted  without  de- 
bate. 

After  some  discussion  it  was  agreed 
that  when  the  convention  should  ad- 
journ, it  would  adjourn  to  meet  in 
Louisville,  on  the  last  Wednesday  of 
August,  1852. 

A  resolution  was  unanimously  adopt- 
ed, upon  motion  of  Prof.  Rutek,  re- 
turning the  thanks  of  the  convention 
to  'Hon.  Jos.  R.  Underwood,  for  the 
able,  dignified  and  courteous  manner  in 
which  he  had  presided  over  its  deliber- 
ations. 

Judge  Underwood  returned  his  ac- 
knowledgments ill  a  brief,  but  very  el- 
oquent and  appropri'ite  speech. 

A  resolution  of  tlianks  to  the  Secre- 
tary was  then  also  adopted  unanimous- 
ly : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  con- 
vention and  of  all  friends  of  education 
are  due  to  Dr.  R.  J.  Breckinridge, 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 
for  his  great,  energetic,  and  successful 
labors  in  behalf  of  a  system  of  general 
education  in  Kentucky. 

Dr.  BRECKiNRiDGf;|acknowledged  the 
ccmplimentin  a  few  remarks,  in  which 
he  attributed  a  great  portion  of  his  suc- 
cess to  the  labors  ol'  his  predecessors 
and  to  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the 
school  commissioners  and  school  ttus- 
leos  tl-rjughout  the  Slate. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Breckinridge,  il 
was 

Resolved,  That  the  proceedings  of 
the  convention  be  signed  by  the  Chair- 
man and  Secretary,  and  be  published, 
and  that  the  Chairman  of  the  conven- 
tion be  askeed'lo  communicate  a  copy 
of  the  series  of  resolutions  adopted  to 
the  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth, 
with  the  requests  that  he  will, -Jif  he 
deem  il  proper,  lay  them  before  the 
Legislature. 

On  motion  of  Prof.  Grant,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  various  papers  of 
Kentucky  be  requested  to  publish  the 
proceedings  of  the  Convention. 
On  motion  of  Prof.  Dodd,  it  was 
Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the 
convention  be'presenled  to  the  Presby- 
teiian  Church  for  its  kindness  and  hos- 
pitality in  offering  its  house  for  the 
i.'ie  of  the  convention. 


The  minutes  were  then  read,  and  the 
conv-ention  adjourned  to  meet  in  Louis, 
ville  on  lh«  last  Monday  of  August,. 
1852.  •

Election  of  United  States  Senator. 

The  following  resolution  from  r|;e  Ha 
R,  warf  then  taken  up  by  the  Senate: 

Resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  oj^' 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  Thai 
the  election  of  a  Senator  to  the  Congress- 
of  the  United  States,  to  fill  the  vacancy 
which  will  occur  by  the  expiration  of- 
one  of  the  Senators  from  Kentucky,  on-- 
the  4th  day  of  March  1853,  be  held'  on' 
Monday,  the  17th  day  of  the  present 
mon  th. 

Mr.  H-ARDIN  opposed  any  action  by 
the  Senate  in  regaril  to  ihe  resolution- 
at  present,  and  a'aued  that  a  future 
time  woulcPbe  more  convenient  to  ti-« 
Senate,  and  more  appropriate  than  the 
present.  Mr.  H.\RDIN  spoke  at  length 
ill  opposition  to  any  consideration  of 
the  resolution  during  the  present  month. 
He  moved  to  postpone  the  considora 
tion  of  the  reaolution  until  the  Ist 
.Monday  in  December  next. 

Mr.  PRESTON  advocated  the  resolu- 
tion el  considerable  length,  and  op- 
posed any  po.'itpoiiement  of  the  resolu- 
tion. He  said  that  as  far  aa-he  himself 
•vas  concerned,  he  would  concur  in  any 
time  fixed  by  the  Senate,  but  the  inter- 
ests of  the  whig  parly  demanded  an 
immediate  election  of  a  Senator.  Mr. 
PRESTON  said  that  the  Governor 
would  appoint  one,  if  not  elected  by  live 
present  Legislature;  and  however  inueh 
he  might  respect  the  present  incumbent, 
he  was  untvilling  for  any  Governor  to 
make  the  appointment,  when  it  was 
the  diitv  of  the  Legislature  to  elect. 

Mr.  HARDIN  replied  to  Mr.  PRES- 
TON, and  contended  that  the  actioncof 
the  lest  Legislature  had  no  binding  ef- 
fect upon  that  now  in  session.  He  ar- 
gued al  length  against  any  action  in  the 
matter  at  present. 

Mr.  STONE  moved  the  previoua 
question,  which  was  ordered.

Nov.,  16.  1851. 
Mr.  Gales  a  Seatos  :     My  dear  old 
friends,  if  you  are  yet  in   the  land  of 
(he  livin,  I  long  to  have  a  little  talk 
with  you  about  the  aflairs  of  the  na- 
tion.     And  if  you  aint  in  the  land  of 
ihe  livin,  but  have  dropped  off  since 
I've  been  away  to  the  gold  diggins  of 
Californy,  if  you'll  contrive  to  let  me 
know  It  I'll  go  to  one  of  the  "sperrit 
rap()ers  "  (cousin  Nabby  knows  one  of 
'em)  and  try  to  have  a  chat  with  you 
that  way.      And   my  old   friend  Mr. 
Kitchie  too,  I  want    to  have   a  chat 
along  with  him.       But  I  don't  know 
where  lo  find  him,   for  Uncle  Joshua 
tells  me  he  isn't  in  the  Washington 
Union  paper  now,  and  they've  "catried 
him  back  to  Old   Vlrginny.  "  Now 
that's   very  bad;  its   treason  agin  the 
Government.      How  nan   the  country 
get  along  through  a    Presidential  cam- 
paign   withaut  ATr.    Ritchie?  They 
never  have  done  it,  and  it  can't  be 
done;  it's  impossible.      I  don't  know 
who  they've  got  in  his  place  in  the 
Uiiion,  nor  I  don't  care  ;  but  I  know 
they  never  will  find  one  that  can  figtit 
agin  the  Fed ralists  like  Mr.  Ritchie. — 
How  many  times  he's   saved  the  coun- 
try from  being  eat  up   by  Federalists  , 
and,  what's  very  remarkabli^,  lie  could 
Bi;ht  "igiii  'em  for  years  and  years  after 
they  was  all  dead,  jest  as  well  as  he 
could  when  they  xvas  alive.    There'"8  to 
be  1  great  battle  for  ihe  next  President, 
and    we  cant  get  along  without  Mr. 
Ritchie.      He  ought  not  to  a  gone  off 
80;  h«  owed  his  services  lo  the  country. 
mJ  he  oui^ht  to  be  ketched  and  brought 
back  to  Washington  under   the   "  fugi- 
tive slave  la  w."      That  law  is  carried 
out  every  where  here  to  the  North,  and 
we  expect  it  to  be  carried  out   to  the 
fsonlh.    What.issass  for  goose  is  sass 
for  gand.'r.      Tf   the  South    wants  to 
keep  the  North  in  the  Union,  she  must 
give  lome  good  strong  proof  that  she  Is 
willing  to  fulfill  and  carry  out  the  fu- 
gitive slave  law.     A nd  she  couldn't  do 
it  any  better  than  to  ketch  Mr.  Ritchie 
and  carry  him  back  to  Washington,  and 
shet  him  up  in  the  Union  paper  ofHce, 
and  tie  him  down  in  the  editorial  chair, 
and  put  a  ream  of  paper  before  him  and 
a  pen  in  his  hand,  and  set  him  lo  wri- 
ting about  the  next  Presidency.  Thi-n 
the  dark  fog  that  noAr   hangs  over  the 
whole  country  would  begin  to  be  blowed 
awaVj  and  parties  could  begin    to  see 
where  they  are  again  ;  and  the  knot's  and 
ths  snarls  of  politics  would  begin  to 
be  unrevealed,90  that  we  could  all  tell 
where  to  take  holil  and  pull  with  a  fair 
chance  to  get  a  President  next  year. — 
But  as  things  now  go  the  chance  looks 
slim  enough. 

Times  isn't  now  as  they  used  to  be, 
when  we  hadn't  only  two  piirties,  and 
every  body  could  tell  who  he  was  fighliii 
aginst.  Then  a  single  blast  from  Ma- 
jor Ben  Russel  in  the  Old  Boston  Cen- 
tinel  would  call  out  all  the  Federalists 
in  the  country,  and  make  'em  draw  up 
in  a  straight  line;  and  then  another 
blast  from  Mr.  Ritchie  in  the  Rich- 
mond Enquirer  would  call  out  all  the 
Republicans  into  another  line — and 
■when  these  two  parties  were  called  out 
there  wasn't  nobody  left  but  women 
and  children — and  then  the  two  par- 
ties had  a  clear  fi''ld  before  'em,  and 
marched  up  face  to  face  and  had  a  fair 
fight,  and  they  always  knetv  which 
got  whipt.  But  things  isn'i  so  now-a 
days.  There's  more  parlies  now  than 
you  can  shake  a  stick  at.  And  they 
face  in  all  manner  of  ways,  so  that  when 
you  are  fighlin  for  one  party  it  woui.l 
puzzle  a  Philadelphy  lawyer  lo  tell 
what  parties  you  are  fightin  aginst,  or 
to  tell  who  is  whipt  when  the  battle's 
over.  I  didn't  know  things  was  in 
quite  so  bad  a  snarl  till  I  got  home 
'tother  day  from  Californy,  and  sol 
down  and  had  a  long  talk  with  Uncle 
Jophua,  who  told  me  all  about  it.  Un- 
cle Joshua  is  getting  old,  but  he  holds 
his  age  reniatkably>ell  ;  I  think  full 
equal  to  Mr.  Ritchie;  and  I  dont  sc 
but  he  keeps  the  run  of  politics  as  well 
as  he  used  to  to. 

Says  I,  "  Uncle  Joshua,  what's  the 
jiroupccl  about  t!ii;  Presidency?" 

"Uell,"    says    lie,    "Major," — he 


higgledy-piggledy,  that  you  can't  see 
through  'em  with  the  longest  spy-glass 
that  ever  was  made.  Thai's  why  there 
aint  no  prospect  at  all." 

"Well,  now,  uncle  Joshua."  says  I, 
"jest  name  overall  these  parties,  so  1 
can  begin  to  have  sorne  idea  of  them." 

"  \Vell,"  says  he,  •' ive'll  begin  first 
south-side  of  .Mason  and  Dixon's  line. 
There's  the  old  Whig  party,  and  the  old 
Democratic  party,  and  the  party  of 
Union  Whigs,  and  the  parly  of  Seces 
sion  Whigs,  and  the  party  of  Union 
Democrats,  and  the  party  of  Secession 
Democrats,  and  the  party  of  absolute, 
unqualified  Sf^cessionists,  and  the  party 
of  Co-operation  Secessionists.  And 
then  if  we  come  to  the  North  side  of 
Mason  and  Dixon, s  line,  we  find  the 
regular  Whig  party,  and  the  regular 
Democratic  party,  and  ihe  Union 
Whigs,  and  the  Abolition  Whigs,  and 
the  Union  Democrats,  and  the  Aboli- 
tion Democrats,  and  the  Silver-gray 
Whigs,  and  the  Woolley-head  Whigs, 
and  the  Hunker  Democrats,  and  the 
Seward  party,  and  the  Union  Safety 
Committee  pariy,and  the  regular  Free- 
Sile  party,  and  the  regular  Vote-your- 
self  a-Farm  party." 

Here  Uncle  Joshua  paused  a  little, 
and  Aunt  K'ziah  lail  down  her  nitten- 
work,  and  looked  over  her  spectacles, 
and  says  she  lo  me,  "Your  uncle  Joshua 
must  have  a  wonderful  memory  to  keep 
all  them  hard  names  in  his  head;  for  my 
part,  I  don'i  s^e  how  lie  does  it."  Then 
cousin  Nabby  she  clapped  her  hand;;  and 
laughed,  and  says  she,  "Now  cousin 
Jack,  which  party  do  you  belong  to?"

"I'm  sure  I  can't  see,  "    says  1,  "un- 
less we  can  gel  up  a  party  that  will  sur 
round  the  whole  of  ,em,  as  the  Irish 
corporal  surrounded  the  half-dozen  sol- 
diers ihat  he  took  prisoners."

"Well,  I  guess,"  says  I,    "if  the 
country  depended  upon  laws  to  live  on 
it  w  ould  starve  to  death  as  sure  na  the 
ass  between  the  two  bundlesof  hay 

At  that  cousin  Nibby  spoke  up,  and 
says  she,  ".More  like  the  country  would 
be  like  a  bundle  of  hay  between  two 
asses, and  would  geteat  up  pretty  quick. 

Uncle  Joshua  couldn't  help  smiling, 
but  he  looked  round  as  sobei  as  he  could, 
and  says  he,  "Come,  come,  Nabhy,  you 
hush  up;  what  do  you  know  about  ^,o[- 
itics?"

So,  if  Mr.  Calhoun  was 
right,  the  best  way  wouid  be  to  let  the 
twenty  parties,  that  are  now  quarrel- 
ling like  cats  and  dogs,  go  to  work  und 
each  party  choose  a  President  for  itself. 
Then  what  a  happy,  peaceable  time  we 
should  have  of  it." 

"  Well,  you've  fairly  run  il  into  the 
ground  now,"  says  Uncle  Joshua,  "and 
I  guess  we  may  as  well  let  it  stick 
there.  I'm  more  troubled  about  elec- 
ting one  President  than  I  am  two,  or 
twenty;  and  I  should  like  to  get  your 
idea  how  it  can  be  done.  I  know 
Gineral  Jackson  used  to  think  a  great 
deal  of  yonr  opinion,  and  may  be 
you  can  contrive  some  plan  to  get  us 
all  out  of  this  hurly  burly  that  we 
are  in,  so  that  we  can  rwake  a  Presi- 
dent next  year  when  the  time  comes 
round.'' 

"Well,"  says  f,  "Uncle  Joshua,  ac- 
cording to  what  you  say  about  the 
parlies  'now-a-days,  all  split  up  into 
fiinders,  and  cross-grained  every  way, 
I  dont  think  there's  much  chance  for

and  gef  up  a  great  torch-light  proces- 
sion from  oue  end  of  the  country  to 
the  other,  and  hire  Kossuth  when  he 
gets  over  here  to  make  stump  speeches 
(oi  oar  candidate  through  all  the  Slates. 
If  we  didn't  elect  him,  I'd  go  into  re- 
tiracy  and  settle  on  the  banks  of  Salt 
River  for  lile." 

"  Well,  Major,"  says  Uncle  Joshua, 
"I  think  a  good  deal  of  your  notions, 
and  I  wish  you  would  think  the  matter 
over,  and  draw  up  some  plan  for  us  to 
go  by,  for  its  high  time  \vb  was  doing 
something."

In  the  general  administration  the 
predominance  of  our  languag<\  and  con- 
ieqMpntly  the  race  that  spoke  it,  was  a 
necessity;  but  in  the  administration  of 
county  affairs,  which  in  some  respects 
reseinbled  thal'of  ihe  individual  States 
in  North  America,  the  use  of  each  lan- 
guage was  granted.  In  the'  courts,  in 
the  trial  by  jury,  in  the  right  ofp'-liiion, 
in  the  lepublicalion  of  all  laws  and 
ordinances,  the  various  races  had  the 
light  to  use  their  own  language.  In 
one  word,  nothing  was  left  undone 
which  could  tend  to  place  all  on  a  fool- 
ing of  the  most  perfect  equality.  True, 
we  did  not— as  Austria  has  done  for 
political  purposes  solely,  to  enslave  all 
the  people  and  make  thj  brave  Hunga- 
rians a  subordinate  nation — make  a 
territorial  division  of  the  lands.  VVe 
rcspecied  rights,  and  wished  to  pro- 
gress, but  were  too  honest  to  commence 

■  system  ol  spoliation.  And  who  has 
been  benefitted  by  this  system  of  the 
Vienna  bureaucacy?  Not  even  those 
on  whom  the  pretended  favors  have 
b?eu  conferred. 

When  those  nitlons  clamored  for  n»- 
iion»l  ri  ;his,  I  boldly  demanded  what 
WIS  wanting, and  what  could  be  gra  nted 
•viihotu  injury  to  the  country.    No  one 

•  nawered  but  reckless  men.  who  spoke 
ot  territorial  division.  The  Servians 
desired  to  have  the  Comitat  Bac»  and 
ih«  three  counties  of  the  Banat  as  a 
geparate  Servian  State.  The  Wallachi- 
ans  wished  to  have  Transylvania. — 
They  ( the  Servians)  did  not  consider 
that  they  owned  no  separate  portion  of 
Ihe  land  in  Hungary,  and  that  in  Racs 

•  M  1  the  Banat  were  Wallachians,  Ger- 
man? and  Magrars,  who  could  not  be 
made  subordinate  to  the  less  numerous 
S'^rvians.  So,  also,  in  Transylvania 
there  were  Magyars,  Jeklers  and  Sax- 
ons, who  would  complain  of  such  a 
connection  with  Wallachia. 

As  there  were  various  races,  speak- 
ing different  languages,  in  Hungary, 

■  nd  divided  into  as  many  municipali. 
ties,  who  could  blame  us  for  laying  the 
foundation  of  government  in  a  just  e- 
q.Mlity  to  all?  Croatia  alone  wasa  sep- 
iirate  territory;  and  how  often  have  we 
■aid  to  her  that  if  she  would  remain  in 
union  with  us  we  would  give  her  the 
hand  of  brotherhood,  but  if  she  wished 
to  separate  we  would  not  hinder  herl 
We  could  not,  however,  permit  such  a 
division  of  Hungary  as  would  have  de- 
stroyed her  as  a  nation.  It  was  Austria 
•rho  sowed  the  seeds  of  division  and 
dissol  u'.ion. 

Citizens  of  America.'  to  you  I  de- 
clare honestly  that  my  »im  in  the  feder- 
ation ol  Hungary  with  the  soialler 
nations  was  to  secure   the  nationality 

•  nd  independence  of  each,  and  the 
freedom  of  all;  and  had  anything  been 
wanting  which  could  have  been  justly 
granted  to  any  or  all  of  the  races  in 
Hungary,  the  Magyars  had  onlv  lo  know 
it,  and  it  would  have  been  performed 
with  readiness,  for  freedom  and  not 
power  was  their  desire. 

Finally,  1  declare  that,  by  the  decla- 
ration of  independence  by  which  I  was 
tlocted  Governor  of  Hungary,  I  pro- 
test, 60  long  as  the  people  do  not  by 
their  free  will  release  me  from  that 
office,  that  no  one  can  le^lly  control 
the  affairs  of  government  but  myself. — 
This  protestation  is  not  made  in  a  feel- 
ing of  vanity  or  desire  to  be  conspicuous, 
but  frocn  respect  to  the  inherent  rights 
of  my  countrymen.  I  strove  not  for 
power.  The  brilliancy  of  a  croivn 
would  not  seduce  me.  The  final  aim 
of  my  life,  afier  having  liberated  my 
dear  Hungary,  was  to  end  my  days  as  a 
private  citizen  and  an  humble  farmer. 

My  country,  in  the  hour  of  danger, 
called  upon  me  to  assist  in  the  struggle 
for  freedom.  I  responded  to  this  call. 
Others,  doubtless,  were  more  able,  who 
touiil  have  won  more  fame,  but  I  will 
yield  to  none  in  the  purity  of  my  mo- 
tives. Perhaps  it  was  confidence  in 
my  ardent  patriotism  and  honesty  of 
purpose  which  induced  the  people  to 
give  me  the  power.  They  believed 
freedom  would  be  safe  in  my  hands. — 
I  felt  my  weakness,  and  told  them  I 
could  not  promise  liberty  unless  they 
were  united  as  one  man,  and  would 
lay  aside  all  personal,  all  sectional  in- 
terests. I  foretold  that,  if  the  nation 
was  divided,  it  would  fall.  As  long  as 
they  followed  ray  injunctions,  and  were 
united,  they  were  unconquerable — they 
performed  miracles  of  valor.  The  fall 
of  Hungary  commenced  the  day  they 
began  to  divide.  Not  knowing  the 
«ecret  causes  of  this  division,  and  not 

•  uspecling  treachery,  and  wishin;;  to 
inspire  confidence,  to  give  skill  and  all 
the  ele men  ts  of  success  to  out  army,  and 
caring  nothing  for  my  own  fame,  doing 
all  for  the  good  of  my  country,  1  gave 
command  of  the  forces  to  another.  I 
was  assured  by  the  most  solemn  engage- 
ment, by  the  man  to  whom  I  gave  the 
power,  that  he  would  use  it  for  the  wel- 
fare and  independence  of  the  nation, 
and  lhat  he  would  be  responsible  to  me 
and  the  people  for  the  fulfillment  of 
theie  conditions.  He  betrayed  his 
country,  and  gave  the  army  lo  the  cue 
my.  Had  we  succeeded  after  this  ter- 
rible blow,  he  would  have  met  his  re- 
ward. And  even  now  he  is  not  freed 
from  his  accourftability  to  the  nation, 
nf>  more  than  I,  in  the  moral  right  and 
fonse,  caase  to  be  the  Governor  of  Hun- 
gary. A  short  time  may  reverse  again 
the  fate  of  all.  The  aurora  of  liberty 
breaks  upon  my  vision,  even  at  Brous- 
•a. 

I  ha»«.  therefore,  intrusted  to  Ladit- 
!:■•  Vl'h''!,  Obargaiputn.  of  th*  StTOt 


couiitiit,  and  civil  governor  of  Comorn, 
the  mission  to  be  my  rt- prescntative, 
and  tlirough  me  the  represen tiili ve  of 
the  Hungarian  iiaiion,  to  the  people 
and  government  of  the  United  States, 
hoping  and  believing  that  so  generous  a 
people  will  not  judge  ihe  merits  of  our 
cause  by  a  lemporary  defeat,  but  will 
recognize  Governor  Ujhazi  and  his 
companions  witli  the  accustomed  kind- 
ness. 

May  God  bless  your  country  foreverl 
May  i  t  have  the  glorious  destiny  ^o  share 
with  other  nations  the  blessings  of  that 
liberty  which  constitutes  its  own  hap- 
piness and  fame!  May  your  great  cx 
ample,  noble  Americans,  be  lo  other 
nations  the  source  of  social  virtue; 
your  power  be  the  terror  of  all  tyrants, 
the  protector  of  ihe  distressed;  and 
your  free  country  ever  continue  to  be 
the  asylum  for  the  oppressed  of  all  na- 
tions.

FULL  DETAILS 

Of  the    Tragedy    on    the    Jitkvius  nf 
Panama. 

i  By  a  (Joi  t  espnnHent  oi'  tlie  N.  Yn"k  Henild.] 

On  our  arriv.ll  at  Panama,  on  tlie  Ore- 
gon, on  the  13th  of  October,  we  learn- 
ed that  a  few  days  before  a  difficulty 
had  occurred  at  Chagies,  between  the 
native  and  foreign  boatman,  (most  of 
whom  were  Americans. )in'  which  sev- 
eral were  woundeil  on  both  sides.  This 
had  arisen  out  of  an  arrogant  attempt 
on  the  part  of  the  foreign  boatmen  to 
prevent  the  natives  from  carrying  pas- 
sengers to  and  from  the  steamers  in  the 
harbor,  because  they  sometimes  trans- 
ported them  at  a  less  price  than  the 
tariff  fixed  by  the  foreign  boatmen. 

All  appeared  to  be  quiet  agnin,  hot>-- 
ever,  on  our  arrival  at  Chagres  on  the 
evening  o(  the  21st,  and  as  the  Amer- 
ican si(le  of  the  river  was  greatly  crowd- 
ed with  passengers,  our  party  consisting 
of  some  fourteen  or  fifteen  gentleman 
and  four  ladies,  took  lodgings  on  the 
other  side,  at  a  hotel  kept  by  a  native 
of  the  country,  while  waiting  for  the 
mails  and  treasurer  to  arrive  for  the 
Cherokee.  The  next  day,  a  little  after 
twelve  o'clock,  a  native  boatmen  was 
attacked  and  severely  beaten  by  some  of 
the  others  on  the  American  side,  and 
immediately  on  learning  it,  the  greatest 
excitement  prevailed  on  our  side  the 
river.  The  whole  population  of  na- 
tives, Carthagenians  and  Jamaica  ne- 
groes, turned  out,  armed  wilh  guns, 
sabres,  and  almost  every  description  of 
weapons,  and  crossed  the  river  in  a  body. 
Most  of  the  foreign  boatmen  fit'd  to  the 
wood.=  ;  but  several  shots  were  fiied  by 
the  assailants,  and,  os  nearly  as  we 
could  learn,  three  of  the  foreigners  were 
wounded. 

No  violence  was  offered  to  passengers, 
the  natives  and  negroes  constantly  de- 
claring that  their  quarrel  was  only  with 
the  boatmen,  and  that  they  would  do  no 
harm  lo  the  Call fornians,  through 
whom  they  earned  their  livelihood. — 
Shots  were  fired,  however,  at  the  office 
of  the  American  Consul,  Mr.  Gleason, 
again.it  whom  they  were  greatly  exas- 
perated, as  he  is  the  owner  of  several 
boats  himself,  and  it  was  understood 
that  he.  took  part  with  and  .Tustained  the 
foreign  boatmen  in  their  unjust  assump- 
tions. No  resistance  being  off.^red 
them,  they  lecrossed  the  river;  and, 
after  several  sjieeches  were  made  in 
Spanish  and  English,  the  general  tenor 
of  which  was  to  recommend  good  order 
and  care  not  to  confound  the  passen- 
gers with  the  boatmen,  all  again  be- 
came quiet  on  that  side.  During  the 
night,  however,  it  seems  that  a  meeting 
ivas  held  by  the  boatmen  on  the  Amer- 
ican side,  at  which  a  number  of  pas- 
sengers were  present,  and  it  was  re- 
solved that  if  any  native  boats  crossed 
the  river  in  the  morning  lo  lake  off  pas- 
sengers to  the  Cherokee,  (the  mails  and 
treasure  having  arrived)  they  should  be 
fired  into.  This  uncalled-for  and  im- 
prudent interferenca  by  passengers  in  a 
quarrel  which  they  had  no  business  lo 
intermeddle  with,  against  the  parly 
which  thus  far  undoubtedly  had  the 
right  on  their  side,  and  in  opposition 
really  to  their  own  interests,  was  the 
subsequent  cause  of  the  loss  of  many 
lives,  and  ofconverting  the  good  feeling  j 
entertained  by  the  natives  towards  the 
Californians  into  a  deadly  animosity 
againstall  Americans,  no  matter  whom. 

The  next  morning  all  was  perfectly 
quiet  on  the  Spanish  side,  and  at  about 
eight  o'clock  a  large  number  of  native 
boats  had  crossed  Ihe  river,  unsuspici- 
ous of  «ny  danger,  to  take  off  passen- 
gers to  ihe  steamer.  Several  of  these 
were  filled  with  travellers  and  their 
baggage,  when  suddenly,  regardless  of 
the  safety  of  these  last,  a  murderous 
fire  was  opened  upon  them,  with  guns 
and  revolvers,  by  the  American  boat- 
men, asristed  by  many  of  the  Califor- 
nians before  mentioned,  and,  in  a  few 
minutes,  several  boats,  emptied  of  their 
occupants,  were  seen  drifting  out  to 
sea.  How  many  were  killed  or  drowned 
here  it  is  impossible  to  say.  Those,  of 
the  natives  who  escaped  the  fire,  which 
was  continued  so  long  as  a  boat  belong- 
ing to  them  was  within  reach,  paddled 
back  to  their  own  side  of  the  river, 
where  the  most  fearful  excitement 
now  prevailed.  It  was  known  that 
others  than  the  boatmen  had  participa- 
ted in  the  attack  just  made,  and  a  vio- 
lent feeling  of  hostility  against  all  their 
countrymen  was  very  naturally  aroused. 
The  streets  were  again  thronged  with 
armed  men,  in  r«doubled  numbers,  «n<) 


death  to  all  the  Amcricmn  wus  shouted 
from  every  quarter,  A  scaitered  firing 
upon  the  other  side  wjs  commenced 
along  the  beach,  and  the  most  furious 
cries  of  vengeance  filled  ihe  air.  The 
doors  and  shutters  of  our  hotel  were 
closed  and  fastened,  our  immediate  par- 
ty being  aid  foriunalely  within  at  iliis 
time,  and  all  retired  to  a  large  room  on 
thesecoiid  floor,  which,  having  windows 
opening  on  a  street  both  in  front  and 
teat,  and  but  a  single  narrow  stairway, 
was  judged  most  defensible.  The  wiii- 
dows  were  barricaded  with  our  irunks 
and  ra:>tlresses,  and  as  in  the  whole 
parly  there  were  only  five  or  six  pis- 
tols, and  no  otherarins.  the  legs  of  the 
cot  bedsieads,  and  such  other  articles 
as  would  serve  for  clubs,  were  muster- 
ed iiiio  service  for  that  purpose. — 
Meantime,  through  the  Venetian  blinds 
which  covered  our  windows,  we  could 
see  the  boats  loaded  with  passengers 
hastening  off  to  the  steamer,  from  the 
other  side,  and  hear  the  consultations 
of  the  crowds  who  filled  the  streets  on 
each  side  of  us. 

Presently  there  was  a  cry  of"  Al  Cas- 
tillo!" and  hundreds  of  them  hurried 
up  the  hill  to  the  old  fort.  Powder 
was  procured,  and  some  one  of  the 
smaller  of  the  old  guns  there  was  moun- 
ted on  the  wall  in  a  manner  to  bear 
upon  the  Arirerican  town,  and  firing 
was  commenced,  apparent!)  with  round 
siiot.  An  hour  or  so  later,  another  gun 
opened  also,  from  the  fort;  and  not  long 
after,  another  still  was  dragged  down  to 
the  embarcadero,  and  commenced  firing 
across  the  liver.  Our  landlord,  a  fine 
young  fellow,  who  appeared  to  be  much 
respected  in  the  town,  and  who,  evi- 
dently for  the  sake  of  preserving  his  in- 
fluence with  his  countrymen,  had  armed 
himself,  and  was  out  wilh  them,  looked 
in  upon  us,  from  time  to  time,  and  en- 
treated us  10  avoid  attracting  observa- 
tion more  than  could  possibly  be  hel  ped, 
as,  he  said,  it  required  all.  and  perhaps 
more  than  all,  the  influence  he  could 
exert  to  prevent  them  from  attacking 
his  house. 

This  we  knew  lo  be  fact,  from  the  re 
peated  propositions  we  heard  from  the 
streets  to  commence  an  assault  upon 
US;  and  the  probability  of  such  an  oc- 
currence grew  stronger  and  stronger 
as  the  day  grew  older,  from  the  fact 
that  to  the  feeling  which  seemed  lo 
animate  nearly  all,  was  now  added  the 
excitement  of  intoxication.  About 
this  time,  we  saw  two  Americans,  whom 
we  could  recognize  as  passengers  with 
us  on  board  the  Oregon,  surrounded  by 
a  crowd  of  natives,  who  were  cutting 
at  them  wilh  sabres  in  the  most  savage 
manner,  while  two  or  three,  among 
whom  was  the  brother  of  our  landlord, 
were  apparently  endeavoring  to  shield 
them.  They  were  finally  thrust  inlo  a 
liou.se,  and  the  door  closed.  One  of 
them  we  afterwards  saw  at  the  oflice  of 
Ihe  British  Mail  Company's  A^enl, 
dreadfully  cut  to  pieces,  but  still  liv. 
ing.  The  other  nothing  could  be  heard 
of  at  the  time  we  got  away,  and  from 
the  nature  of  the  wounds  he  must  have 
received,  there  can  be  little  doubt  of 
his  death. 

Shortly  after  this,  a  great  crowd  gath- 
ered around  a  house  a  few  tods  above 
that  in  which  we  were  shut  up,  and 
from  the  shouts,  we  could  learn  that 
they  were  in  pursuit  of  an  American, 
who  was  seen  lo  be  there.  A  few 
minutes  afterwards  they  appeared,  wi'h 
savage  yells,  dragging  the  body  of  a 
white  man  by  the  heels,  with  a  dread- 
ful wound  in  his  side,  from  which  his 
bowels  were  protruding,  and  this  body 
was  afterwards  seen  tied  to  the  bow  of 
a  boat,  and  hanging  in  the  water,  al 
the  embarcadero.  At  this  time,  with 
these  scenes  before  our  eyes,  the  con- 
stant cry  of  "  niierto  a  los  American- 
os" in  out  ears,  wilh  four  ladies  in  our 
company,  without  arms  of  any  conse- 
quence, and  even  had  we  possessed 
them,  powerless  against  such  numbers, 
should  they  once  commence  an  attack 
upon  our  house,  our  situation  was,  to 
say  the  least,  a  most  unpleasant  one. 

Thus  far  our  landlord,  aided  by  a  few 
of  those  who  appealed  disposed  lodis- 
criininale  between  enemies  and  m'u- 
trals,  had  succeeded  in  preventing  such 
an  attack  :  but  l!ic  increasing  excite- 
ment of  the  people,  owing  to  the  oc- 
casional slinoting  al  one  of  their  num- 
ber by  rifle  shots  from  the  other  side, 
and  the  growing  intoxication  of  most 
of  them,  rendered  it  certain  that  this 
restraint  could  not  much  longer  be  ex- 
ercised. Fortunately,  about  this  time, 
a  boat  with  an  Knglish  flag  was  s'-en 
coming  up  the  river,  which  was  known 
to  belong  to  the  English  steamer,  and 
soon  after  it  landed  at  the  embarcadero, 
on  our  side  of  ihe  river.  A  brief  noie, 
describing  our  situation,  was  written 
by  one  ol  our  number  lo  the  officer  com- 
manding the  boat,  requesting  him  to 
aid  us  if  he  could,  or,  at  least,  to  get 
the  ladie.s  off  to  his  ship,  if  possible, 
and  was  despa tched  by  our  young  hosl. 
Soon  after  Captain  Symoiids,  the  com- 
mander of  the  Medway,  accompanied 
by  another  officer  in  uniform,  and  a  few 
of  the  Jamaica  negroes  whom  he  had 
apparently  enlisted  on  his  side,  appeared 
al  the  house,  and.  as  hurriedly  as  possi- 
ble, took  all  the  ladies  away  under  his' 
charge, and  we  had  the  pleasure,  in  a| 
short  lime  after,  of  .seeing  the  boat  in 
which  they  were  pulling  out  of  the  riv- 
er, unharmed. 

Captain  Symonds  said  I  hat  there 
would  soon  be  two  more  boats  from 
his  ship,  one  of  which,  as  we  learned 
afterwards,  was  to  lake  off  the  treas- 
ure intended  for  the  Cherokee,  and  that, 
if  it  were  possible,  he  would  then  car- 
ry off  the  remainder  of  our  parly. — 
Some  two  hours  afterwards  the  boats 
*rriT»d.    and     tsVing    tdvan'ige    of  a 


I  panic  which  had  driven  most  of  the 
people  from  that  part  of  the  town, 
I  caused  by  the  intelligence  that  a  canon 
I  procured  from  the  Cherokee  had  been 
j  planted  on  the  other  side  of  the  river, 
I  we  sallied  forih  with  Captain  Symonds, 
laiul,  with  all  ous  baggage,  were  soon  in 
'  his  boats.  ' 

Mr.  J.  C,  Hack<«,  of  Henford  & 
Go's  Express,  who  was  of  our  pariy, 
got  all  his  packages  safely  off,  remain- 
ing on  the  beach  among  the  last,  lo  see 
the  luggage  all  onboard  the  boats.  It 
was  here  that  we  saw  the  young  man 
before  spoken  of  as  so  bad4y  ivounded, 
and  the  writer  takes  pl«asur«  in  record- 
ing an  act  of  generous  liberality  on  the 
part  of  his  fellow  townsman,  Cap- 
tain F.  W.  Macondray,  of  the  house 
of  Macondray  &  Co.,  San  Francisco, 
who^left  wilh  the  British  mail  steam- 
er's agent,  Mr.  Cowen,  ii  draft  for  five 
hundred  dollars,  for  the  assistance  of 
this  wounded  man,  and  such  others  as 
might  afterwards  be  found  who  needed 
aid.  The  unostentatious  act  of  human- 
ity, known  only  to  one  or  two  at  the 
time,  is  only  another  proof  of  how  well 
Capl.  Macondray  has  deserved  the  uni- 
versal esteem  in  which  he  is  held  in  the 


jcity  of  his  present  residence. 

Ht3  we  found  the  treasure  on  board 
1  I'iy  English  Uunch  ;  and  it  is  proper  lo 
(Slate  that  Mr.  Ciifion.    the  mate,  and 
I  Mr.  Boyce,  the  purser,  of  ih»  Cherokee, 
[  v/lio  had  gone  over  the  river  after  it 
in  the  morning,  just  before    the  firing 
commenced  on  the  American  side,  had 
by  dint  of  great  exertions,  aided  by  the 
conductor  of  the  train.  Mr.  Follon,  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  it  all,  (about  82,500- 
000)  out  of  the  launches  in  which  it 
came  down  the  river,  into  the  English 
specie  vault;  in  which  they,  with  the 
boat's  crew  under  their  charge,  were 
compelled  lo  lock  themselves  up  for 
safety  during  lh<  heat  of  the  excitement. 
They  stale  that  from  the  loop  holes  in 
the  vault  they  Sow  six  or  seven  of  the 
natives  shot  at  the  cannon,  by  rifles  from 
the  American  side. 

How  many  were  killed  in  all  it  is 
difficult  10  say  —  probably  about  twelve 
or  fifteen  natives,  exclusive  of  those 
drowned,  if  any  were,  and  two  Ameri- 
cans that  we  know  of,  and  five  or  six 
others  that  we  heard  of,  on  the  Span- 
ish side.  Of  the  number  killed  or  hurt 
on  the  American  side  by  the  cannon  the 
writer  has  no  means  of  judging.  Prob- 
ably notniuch  damage  wa.' done,  as  the 
town  appeared  to  be  deserted  when  the 
fire  opened  from  the  fort.  We  pulled  off 
on  board  the  English  steamer,  the  na- 
tives hurraing  for  the  English  flag  as  we 
passed  the  fort,  it  being  understood  that 
we  were  pcssengers  for  England;  thence 
wo  went  on  board  the  Cherokee,  where 
we  arrived  about  five  o'clock,  P.  M. 

And  now  a  few  words  as  to  the  con- 
duct of  those  who  caused  these  diflicul- 
lies,  and  occasioned  the  loss  of  so  many 
lives.  It  is  perfectly  certain  that  no 
American  pnssenger  would  havt  been 
harmed  or  placed  in  any  jeopardy  by 
the  natives,  had  it  not  been  for  the  gra- 
tuitous and  reprehensible  manner  in 
which  some  of  them  joined  in  the  out- 
rageous attack  of  lhal  morning.  It 
was  a  quarrel  in  which  they  had  no 
business  10  pariicip-ile — one  in  which 
tho.ie  with  whom  Ihey  look  part  were 
aboii:inably  in  the  wrong;  and  even 
had  they  no  regard  for  light  or  wrong, 
ihen  even  those  among  them  who  knew 
there  were  Americans  on  the  other  side, 
whose  lives  might  be  the  forfeit  (as, 
indeed,  some  of  them  were,)  of  iheir 
taste  for  shooting  defenceless  men,  this, 
if  naught  else,  should  have  restrained 
them.  But  if  their  conduct  was  rep- 
rehensible, how  much  to  be  condemned 
is  that  of  the  United  States  Consul  al 
Chagres,  who,  so  far  from  doing  aught 
to  prevent  the  outrage  perpetrated  that 
morning,  seems  rather  to  have  given  it 
his  countenance  and  support  !  He  un- 
doubtedly knew  of  the  meeting  held  the 
night  before,  as  it  was  publicly  known 
on  that  side.

If 
they  he  dead,  Ihe  widow  and  ciiildren,  if  any, 
are  entitled;  if  no  widow  or  children,  the  fa- 
ther ;  if  neither,  the  mother;  and  if  all  be  dead, 
the  brothers  and  sislers  are  entitled.  The 
Irieiids  of  all  w  no  have  died  al  any  lime  in  ser- 
vice  are  entitled  to  the  soldier's  pay.
